Spanish territorial waters to tile Atlantic ocean today. 
A dispatch from Cadiz, Spain, saying that the Graf passed 
that port at 6:50 o’clock, or 15^:50 a. in., Last Liverpool tim e, 
indicated that the airship had again run into terrific head­ 
winds over the Gulf of Cadiz and tho eastern Atlantic. 
According to advices from Spanish sources to Interna­ 
tional Nows Service it took the ship nearly three hours to cover 
the 100-m ile water route between tho Strait of Gibraltar and 
Cadiz. 
Counter winds have lichi Hie Graf’s speed down to an aver­ 
age of 48 m iles an hour since leaving Friedrichshafcn, whereas 
Dr. Hugo Kckener, the commander, had hoped to maintain an 
average speed of from OO to 05 m iles an hour, increasing it 
with tho assistance of favorable tail winds. 
Ship Pick# Up Speed. 
Despite the dispatcher allowing that 
the Graf'a speed had been reduced 
evidently by strong winds out of the 
wost, the Hamburg, Germany, weath­ 
er bureau said that the ship would 
encounter favorsblo weather betweeu 
the Strait of Gibraltar and the Azores 
lf Dr. Sickener followed the Azores 
routs.

mayoralty places in East Liverpool. 


Le*1 than IOO men and women have applied for ballots 
in the respective political subdivisions, although it is 
conservatively estim ated Hint more than 1,000 of the 
voter- in East Liverpool, Wellsville, Sulgm, blast Pales­ 
tine, Salineville, Lisbon, Columbiana and Leetonia, in 
which elections will hts hold, arc now, or will be, absent 
from their bonn s on primary day. 


Although an elector may be 3,000 miles or more dis 
tant from bls home city, election supplies shall be for­ 
warded if be or she files a request with the supervisors. 
Instructions for marking the ballot arc enclosed with 
the supplies. 
Ballots, if returned, are counted with 
those east In the home precinct,

Hare And Tortoise Modernized 


Back in what are now the dim, obscure 80’s, an old 
river packet, the Robert E. Lee, established a great rec­ 
ord In a race from New Orleans up to St. Louis on the 
turbulent, 
tricky 
bosom of the Mississippi. 
The old 
packet made the rim in SO hours and 14 minutes, beat­ 
ing another packet, the Nachez. 
W hen th© victorious 
vessel docked at St. Louis on July 4, 1870, thousands of 
people were gathered to meet h er and there was a great 
celebration. 


On July 25, 1929, 69 years later, another boat, the 
Bogie, piloted by Dr. I.ouis Leroy lauded at St. Louis, 
after a dash from New Orleans. 
One person, the wife 
of the pilot, was on the dock to meet th© craft, which is 
a small open runabout built of mahogany. 
lh*. John­ 
son and two weary companions climbed on to the wharf. 
They were happy; after 59 years of fruitless attem pts 
on the part of dozens 
of boats and pilots they had 
broken the great record of the Robert E. Lee. 
Two 
hours and 43 minutes had been clipped off tho time of 
th© famous old craft, but despite th© storied fame of the 
Robert E. Lee, there was no celebration, m erely a few 
personal greetings and the terse statem ent by the three- 
man crew that they would make no immediate effort to 
better Hie record again ami that anyone else who cared 
to try it had a m an ’s job ahead of them. 


There is something of the famous tale of the hare 
and the tortoise in the account of this great race and 
Hie memory of that other great race back In 1870. 
in 
tile case of the Bogie, it was tho hare that finally won, 
but it required a half a century of effort barked by ail 
the ingenuity of tho gas engine and modern designing 
to do it. 
The Robert E. Lee would stand slight chance 
of victory in a short raco witli the Bogie, or any boat 
of its type, on an ordinary body of water. 
Hut, sub­ 
mitted to the rigors of Mississippi travel, she had the 
"stuff” to establish a record that promised to be ever­ 
lasting. 


The Bogle, capable of infinitely g reater speed, stop­ 
ped frequently for refueling and was so closely pressed 
for time that she had to m ake a spectacular 50-mile 
dash at the end of the course to conquer the phantom 
boat that her crew may have imagined running beside 
h e r—the old-fashioned Robert E. Leo. 


It is the exception th at proves the rule. 
The tortoise 
is still a more dependable racer than the hare, al­ 
though on occasion the hare may be so closely pressed 
th at it can not stop to rest. 
The tortoise typo of river 
boat is almost extinct, but the tortoise type of human 
being will always remain. 


Wilhelm Will Not Return 


How little German officialism fears the restoration 
of the former kaiser to tho throne was m ade manifest, 
last week, when G erm any’s law for the defense of tho 
republic, the m easure by which he was held to have 
been stopped from returning to the Fatherland, was 
permitted to expire. 
The possibility of his retu rn was 
considered of so little Im portance that the greater part 
of the German press did not even call attention to the 
law ’s expiration. 


More than this, it has developed since the law became 
a thing of the past that it was passed chiefly for political 
j canons to calm public feeling in enemy countries and 
that, as a m atter of fact, it could not have been en­ 
forced against the former emperor had he decided to re­ 
turn, no m atter how unwelcome he might have been. He 
was a German citizen, aud a G erm an citizen can not 
be excluded from Germany save through a change of 
the constitution. 
He is still a Germ an citizen, and under 
Hie constitution has the right to return and take up bis 
i evidence in Germany. 


That Wilhelm will do so is out of the question, so a 
Berlin cable holds. 
As a m atter of fact, it is stated 
th a t he hasn t the slightest desire to return as a citizen, 
and would not even so much as consider returning as 
em peror save a t the expressed desire of a majority of 
th e people of Germany. 
He is not one who would be 
willing to return and be on an equality with the other 
citizens of a laud in which he ouce was supreme. 
The 
form er 
kaised 
possibly, 
in 
pursuit of health, 
m ight tak e up a temporary residence in some milder 
clim ate th an th at of Holland, but there is nothing to 
indicate 
th at 
the 
asylum 
to 
which 
he 
fled 
will 
not ha his permanent residence till the end of his days. 
H e may continue the forms and fictions of royalty, but 
th e substance is his bo more. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Au g. 2 —Th© United States Is 
living in an era of tremendous bm ness mergers and 
some profound lessons may be draw n from the develop­ 
ment. 
Perhaps one of the most obvious is that the day 
of militant trust busting such as was known in Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s time has passed. 
There arc flourishing 
today great combinations which unquestionably would 
have been looked at askance not so m any y iars ago. 
The attorney general of the United Htates is by no 
m e a n s inactive in the field of combinations in restraint 
of trade but the very growth of big business in the last 
year or so is Adequate proof th at the reins are not 
holding the curb so tightly as in tho past. 
W hat is of peculiar interest to the consuming public 
is that tho public appears to be the principal benefi­ 
ciary of the great mergers. 
The national Industrial con­ 
ference board, a body 
which m akes 
economic studies 
based on government and other statistics, has made an 
intensive study of mergers. 
In a recently completed re­ 
port it shows four conclusions, every on© of them in j 
the public’s favor, as follows: 
F irst and foremost, groat 
combinations in industry result in a lower price level 
of the goods produced to the public; 
second, better 
wages and certainly steadier employment are vouch­ 
safed the workers in these merged Industries as com­ 
pared with the independents; third, the big consolida­ 
tions are able to maintain research laboratories and 
carry on experimental work which results in an improve­ 
ment of their product of which the public derives the 
benefit; and fourth, 
tho storks 
of companies which 
have been merged almost invariably rise, when m anage­ 
ment has been successful, thus giving th at part of the 
public interested in the stock m arket a profit on its in­ 
vestments. 
On the other side and showing th at the public rather 
than the controlling capitalists Is the principal benefi­ 
ciary, It is shown that tile big megers are not conspi­ 
cuously successful financially, no huge profits accru­ 
ing to the owners. 
However, volume of business is 
freer from fluctuations and, while profits are small com­ 
pared with some independents, such profits as are real­ 
ized can usually be depended upon. 
Tho National Industrial Conference board confined its 
study to Hie first quarter of Hie present century. 
Sixty 
lines of manufacturing were brought within the scope 
of the study. 
It was shown that over the 25-year period 
the products manufactured by merged corporations in 26 
lines Increased only 28.8 per cent. 
This figure is con­ 
trasted with a price increase of 110.6 per re n t shown in 
21 Jim s of manufacture which have not as yet been 
touched by the merge.* fever. 
Iii 13 other fields where 
consolidation has been effected only partially, tile aver­ 
age price increase lias been 70.7 per cent. 
Taking the 
whole picture into view It is seen th a t the mergers have 
increased prices only half as much as the independents 
a d those industries partially independent. 
From the economic point of view, it has hem found 
that m ergers have a tendency to smooth out the ups 
and downs of business. Fuctuations are narrow er and 
the business cycle of alternate boom and depression, 
so productive of failures, has been measurably curbed. 
Thero seems to be no question about the increased ef­ 
ficiency dem onstrated by th© consolidated industries. 
Eighteen fields of industry in which consolidation has 
been general were particularly studied. 
In half of these 
industries, the technological progress was found to have 
been much more rapid, providing improved products. 
As against these nine a m a lg a m a te d Industries there 
were four Independent lines which showed greater ef­ 
ficiency. 
Th© remainder of the group showed an In­ 
sufficiently marked trend to admit of a reliable con­ 
clusion. 
On the whole, however, th e am algam ated in­ 
dustrial efforts appeared to have the better of It, one 
line of m anufacture showing an output 115 per cent 
per hour of labor greater than the average independent 
output. 
This Is due to the fact that big combinations 
make mass production feasible. 
The conclusions found by the board must not be ac­ 
cepted as indicating that all m ergers are eminently suc­ 
cessful. 
They are not. 
The figures are based on those 
which have been sufficiently well operated to rem ain 
in business over a considerable period. 
Many, through 
lark of efficient m anagement, q u ld t/; collapse and pass 
out of the picture completely. 
Som e Jiave made high 
profits for a brief term and then subsided. 
From the 
point of view of the owners, amalgamations have pretty 
much the same experience ns independents In business; 
that is, some make the scheme work while others fall. 
But where tho mergers are sound and well managed 
they provide Hie public with lower priced goods, accord­ 
ing to the board. 
Consolidation In itself has no magic 
and is no substitute for sound business judgment, ac­ 
cording to the board.

An Ounce of Prevention Is Worth A Pound of Cure. 


By Dr. Royal S. Copeland.* 


Recently the Uuited 
States Public 
H ealth 
Service 
made a statem ent 
which contains much of general inte- 
est. I w as glad to note the advice giv­ 
en regarding the care of persons sick 
with contagious 
or “catching’’ 
dis­ 
cases. 
There Is such difference of opinion 
regarding these m atters that it is a 
good thing this authoritative bureau 
of government has seen fit to state 
its views. I want my readers to have 
the benefit of these suggestions. 
Many letters come to m y desk ask­ 
ing for information along these lines. 
Perhaps I can help the cause of pub­ 
lic safety by quoting w hat the service 
has said. I am in full acco rd -with the 
advice given in this m atter by this 
ably conducted departm ent: 
"A patient sick with a comm unica­ 
ble disease should 
be 
isolated and 
some one should be detailed for his 
care and comfort. 
In 
such 
cases, 
wherever it is possible, the attendant 
should be one who has had th e dis­ 
ease. W ith such a patient, communi­ 
cation between 
tho 
patient or his 
nurse and other persons should be re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
“ Used clothing and body linen and 
bed clothing of til© patient and nurse 
should be immersed in an antiseptic 
solution, such as carbolic acid (five 
per cent 
strength), before 
removal 
from the room, and should be kept so 
immersed ami removed for boiling. 
“Eating and drinking utensils, after 
being used by th© patient, should be 
washed in boiling water. They should 
not be used by others until they have 
been sterilized by boiling. 
"Finally, it should bo rem em bered 
that the room from which a patient 


suffering with a contagious disease 
has been 
removed 
should be thor­ 
oughly cleansed by washing with soap 
and w ater and by adequate exposure 
to sunshine and fresh air before being 
used again. 
“ Two principles should always gov­ 
ern the care of the sick: 
“ I — Sick persons should 
receive 
such care as will contribute m ost to 
their comfort and to the speedy res­ 
toration of health. 
“2 — Scrupulous care 
should be 
taken to prevent others from co n tract­ 
ing the disease.” 
You will observe th at no method of 
fum igation 
is recom mended. 
That 
used to be the practice, but is no long­ 
er followed. 
If 
I 
were you I should cut this
